"Laying By" Corn: 

Don't Plow Your Corn To 
Death! Many a fine Saturday 
afternoon has been wasted by 
farm hands with steel beams 
working overtime in waist-high 
corn What that lay-by" opera- 
tion did was to cut down the 
yield. 

Plow your corn as shallow as 
possible to get the weeds and 
as few times as possible to 
keep it clean. 

Take a loob at the chart 
above. The roots of a stalg of 
corn at K weeks of age are 4 
feet to each side and 4 feet 
down. The deep roots are 
reaching for moisture, but the 
feeder roots to each side are 
after the fertilizer you put into 
the soil at planting time. These 
feeder roots grow right up to 
the surface at a distance of Vk 
\ feet on each side of the stalk. 
1 This means they overlap in 



middles. 

Every feeder root that it cut 
greatly reduce* your chance* 
for top yield. 

Picture what a deep furrow 
would do to them even il you 
plowed eighteen inches from 
row. Don't plow your corn to 

death. 

In plowing corn, plow as shal 
low as possible and cultivate 
only to keep corn clean. Put 
more corn in your crib tins fall 

Mulche* *aid to Conserve Mois- 
ture 

Many shal low- rooted plant s 
such as rhododendron, .i/aleus, 
and laurel suffer during the 
hot dry weather of summer and 

early fall 

This annual setback can be 
overcome by the use of mois- 
ture conserving mulches. It's 
important to use- mulches cor- 
rectly. 

If you have ground covers 
such as ivy planted under 
shrubs, merely work a dressing 
of mulch down into them Mul- 
ches can also simplify the fer- 
tilization of shallow rooted 



shrubs Rather than disturb the 

roots by cultivating the fertili- 
zer into the ground, apply the 
fertilizer to the plants mixed 
with mulch 

Fertilizer may be 
mulching materials 
well rotted sawdust, 
shredded pine bark 
pine needles. Add alwmt one 
coffee can full of cottonseed 
meal to a wheelbarrow full of 
mulching material and mix 
thoroughly. This mixture can 
then be spread two or three 
inches deep over the shrub root 
zones.

toxic or poison plants 

Poison ivy is one of our com- 
mon toxic plants which can 
cause much discomfort as well 
as loss of sleep and work The 
allergic reaction to poison ivy 
varies widely among individ- 
uals Some are extremely aller- 
gic while others handle it with 
little or no reaction. It is wise 
in either case, to avoid contact 
with this t/hree-leaf vine Severe 
reaction can require hospitiliza- 
tion. 

The poison ivy plant is typi- 
cally three-leaved It produces 
white berries and occurs most 
abundantly in rich, moist soil 
in waste areas, and along fence 
rows. If you should come in 
contact with it, wash the ex- 
posed skin with strong soap 
and water as soon as possible. 



Get Rid of Wasp*' Ne*t* 

A bou t tins time of year peo 
pie begin to notice increased 
numbers < f wasps about their 
homes Many of ihe-o pests are 
bulletin ’ in a nearby doorway, 
and sooner or later someone 
will get stung. 

It's difficult to discourage 
these insects from building. But 
persistent use of proper insec- 
ticides tan do the job. 

It's a good idea to fight wasps 
al night They do not fly in the 
dark and will drop to the 
ground w ere they can be step- 
ped on. Dislodge the nest with 
a pole and if possible, spray 
the area with a two percent 
chlordane spray or dust with 
a five percent chlordane dust. 
Aerosol bombs containing two 
percent chlordane can be used.
